Boveral courtles have tried the experi-
ment of purchasing woll machinery and ale
lowing puartied who desire o sink wells
the wee of the machivery, and Io all cases
the plan bas proved a fallure,

While public wells have bein delayoed on
account of the fallure of townehips to float
bonds, private parties have been more active
In this oo than o past years and o noms

bor of wells bave bLeen sunk by private
caplial

A number of cases are clted where artesian
Irrigation has proved a oompiete success,
and others where It has proved & fallure
In the Jatter cases the fallure hax been

lurgely from lgnorance of the experimentor
In the right methods of applsiog the water,
and I s Hne the repory I8 quoted In rull:
“The wrent fanlt with Dakota drrigators
12 In using too much witer. They go on
the plan thut If & Jitle witer 18 good more
Is better, without realiging that every bit
of water in excoss of what Is necled to
mature the erop is an njury and lessons the

yield. Land should not be soaked nor waier
left on the land to exceed twenty hours
and water should not be allowed to stand

on the ground If we wish to obtain the bost
resnlts, but should be spread evenly over
the ground.” The cast of an irrigating
plant ix put at about $10 per acre on half
®octinne

Thete are \wo classes of arteninn wells
founnd in the state, one the deep strong pros.
=ure wells and the other the shallow fNow-
Ing wells. The deep wells are found In all
counties of what s Known s the "“"artesian
basin of the James rviver wvalley. and the
ahallow wells from the sonth line of Deadl
county, espeeinlly in the countics of Miper,
Sanborn, Hutchinson, Douglass and Yank-
ton. Hutchinson county has about 400 of
theae wells from 60 ta 300 feet deep;: Davi-
son has about 100, which avernge 650 feet
In depth and fow from 200 to 300 gallona per
minute, hut there Js little prossure from
these wolls,

There ure about 1,100 of both classes of
wells In this state, the strong pressure wells
Belng I the gounties of Heudle, Spink,
Brown, Faulk, Hand, Hyde, Hughes, Je-
Tauld, Drule and one woll gt Cheyenog sgon-
oy and one at Crow Croek which have beon
sunk by the government,

Speelal mentlon e mide of the welln in
Hughes county, the ong at the Locke hotel
In particular: "It 18 a very fine well 1,200
fect deep, and wea constructed two yvears
ago. The water hay a very high tempera

ture—44 degreek—with a strong fow. Bul
the most remarkable thivge about thls well
Is the amount of gas It produces. At 7

depth of 450 feet the drill woent through ¢
hard stratn of earth, and a amall quantity
of gas was produced; the flow wias never
lost afterward, but constantly Incronsed s
the work progressed. Goas has Howed stead
ily ever sinee, found at apparently the same
volume, The gas has been utitlzed for heat-
Ing and Hiehting the hotel and the operation
of the ook stoves ever since the well was
completed. R, H. Prowdfoot, munager o
the hotel, estiinaton the gan as worth $1.000
per annum to the hotel for fuel and lighta
One pecullavity of the gaa s thoar it gives
no odor and ks perfectly clean, and gives o
much better lght thau the gas from the
olty gan works, Gos 5 alko found @t the
well put down by the government st Chey-
enne ageuey, but 1 do not know of any ar
rangements to utilize it

In regard to power from artesian wolls.
Erint mills are being overated by artesian
powar at Noewark, Mavshall county; Spring-
fisld, Hon Homine couniv; Mellstte, Splolk
county; st Yankton and the citles of Hurop
Aberdeon and Redfleld use the power for
thelr warer avstems. Turmer & Son, who
operiato the mill at Spriogfield, glve a few
flgures an to the cost of operating their mill
by artesian power: Thelr well, which cos’
them 5200, ns 4 pressure of elghty pounds
to the inch and flows about L2900 gallong pur
minute,  They uwse a wixteen-lnch turblne
and thelr exponse of keoplng it In operation
Is about §25 por year. With this power thoy
manufaciure from fifty to sixty barrels of
flour por day.

The durabllity of wells depends upon the
quality of the pipe used In tholr constric-
tion, At Andover a well has been In opera-
tlon for ffteen vears and §8 yvet In good
shape, while others In which poor plpe wus
used the plping has given owd 104 fow vears,

noceasialing new piplng at o heavy ox-
panso,
COST OF THE WORK.
The cxpeose of sioking wells has beon

very much reduced by lmproved methods of
constrogtion (the past tow vears. The esti-
matol cost of wells by present methods s
put at: Two-inch well oot to exceed $1.60
to $1.50 per fool; four and one-half-inch
from $2.10 vo $2.25 per foot; six-inch not w
exoeodl £1 per foot.

It has becn shown by chemleal analysis
that there is nothing contained In the water
which Is injurious to plant growth. How-
evor, It has bLeen found that water from the
wells at Plorre, when applled to the sofl
In the tmmedinte vlelnlty of the wells, de-
stroys saime  kKlods of vegetation, but an
examinglion and analysis show that if the
same walor le applied to the uplands away
from the river, the fesult would be the same
a® tha! from water from other wells, the
fault Leing In the ohemicals in the soll
near the wells, and not in the water jtself,

For the best dlatribution of the water it
I necessary to conmbruct a reservoir for
the storage of the water as it flows from the
well, By this system from 10,000 to 12000
Eullony per minute oan be put upon the
land, and two men can irrlgato from twelve
to ffteen acres por day.

In the comstruction of the repervolr It
should be bullt with the sides sloping in-
ward, so the water will not wash It down,
and the cmbapkment should be planted to
willows and grass to make It more sub-
atantial.

A large part of the report s devoted to
the several laws of the stute bearing on the
sloking of welis and the use of waler for
irrignting and other domestle purposes.

TIHIRD VILOTIM OF THE MAD DOG,

Hobert Perry Dics ond the Eilleaey
ol Past
DALTIMORE, Dk, ~Hobert Perry, one
of the elght bovs bitten by a mad dog on
Ducember T and subseguently troated at the
Pasteur Institote, Noew York, died today of
hydrophobly. This makes the third victim,
Robert Henry and Conrad Eppers having
died from the same canse within the past
week, ANl the boys were taken to the in-
stitute and treated withipn forty-elght hours
after recelving their Injuries and all who
have thus far died were bitten In paris of
the body unprotected by thelr clothing.

NEW YORK. Dec, 20.—Dr, Paul Gibler,
who followed the boyvs to Baltimore from
the Pasteur institute in this city after they
heen discharged as immuolzed from hy-
drophobia, returned tonight, He refused to
say anything about the death of Robert J.
Honry and Conrad Eppers, two of the pa-
tlonts, from rables, Dr. Labladie of the in-
stitute suld that the deaths of the boys did
not prove that the Pasteur system was o
fallure.

“We do not,"” sald he, “ahsolutely gunr-
antes thut our treatment will prevent hy-
drophobia, any more than that vactination
Is an unguestionable preventative agshnst
sulipox,  About one patient out of 200 we
have treated have digd, whitle B0 per cent of
those otherwise have died, We cannot tell
whether  Junoculation  has been effective
until Nfteen days after the patient has been
trented,  Eppers wits bitten about the head
angd ueck, which were the worst parts of the
body to be bitten, The boys were not
brought to the lostitate votll four days
after they had been bitten, Instead of helog
font hero immediately, Had they come here
at onee, T boliove their recovery would have
boen assured.”
